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REPORT of the FOREST FIRE WARDEN and DISTRICT CHIEF 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented in every 
town, city or unorganized place in our state by the forest fire warden. 
Anyone wishing to kindle an outside fire when the ground is not 
covered with snow must first obtain the written permission of the 
fire warden. Except for cooking fires, no fire can be kindled be- 
tween 9:00 A. M. and 5:00 P. M. unless it is a commercial or indus- 
trial burn or it is raining. The fire warden is assisted in his work 
by the District Forest Fire Chief who works for the Department of 
Resources and Economic Development Forest Fire Service. 


Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important part 
of the Forest Fire Warden’s job. Fire statistics show the need with 
72% of the fires caused by smoking, debris burning and children. 
Smokey the Bear is an important prevention tool but he still needs 
much help from the public. Parents should warn their children of 
the hazards of playing with matches. Children tend to forget that 
a lighted match held in their hand is a potential forest fire.

REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





I present to the School Board, Superintendent of Schools, and 
citizens of Thornton, New Hampshire, my first annual report as 
Assistant Superintendent for Public School Supervisory Union #48. 


The 1973-1974 academic year has been both personally stimulat- 
ing and professionally rewarding. 


The school year commenced with Mrs. Elizabeth Lowden assign- 
ed to Grade 1, Mrs. Inez Shanley to Grade II, Mrs. Ann Knowles 
to Grades III and IV, Mr. Wayne Demers to Grades V through VIII, 
and Mr. Frederick Blue to Grades V through VIII as well as super- 
vising principal of the Thornton Elementary School. 


Mrs. Shanley, a 1973 graduate of Plymouth State College, major- 
ed in Elementary Education, focusing on the early childhood years. 
Mr. Demers, also a 1973 graduate of Plymouth State College, major- 
ed in Social Studies. Both teachers exhibit a most enthusiastic 
approach to education. 


The future progress of the Thornton Elementary School rests 
with its informed citizenry. The School Board and Building Com- 
mittee have been working diligently and are recommending to the 
voters a building addition which will meet basic educational and 
community needs. Your support for this effort is deeply appre- 
ciated. 


The students of Thornton are entering a new era of education. 
It is an era when we are beginning to see increased attention direct- 
ed to the attitudes and feelings of children. We are stressing that 
students are human beings, not simply absorbers of facts and prin- 
ciples. 


We are implementing programs which allocate more attention to 
individual needs.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT'S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT'S SALARY FOR 1972-1973 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the 
State of New Hampshire, requires that the school district annua! re- 
port show the total amount paid to the Superintendent of Schools 
as per the following quotation: “Reports. Each superintendent of 
a supervisory union shall annually prepare a_ report of the total 
salary paid to the superintendent, showing in detail the amount 
paid by the state and each local school district, and their share of 
same. Said report shall be filed with the school board of each school 
district involved and shall be included in the annual report of the re- 
spective school district as a separate entry. A like report and entry 
shall be made for each assistant superintendent, teacher consultant, 
and business administrators, if any is in service in the union.” 


‘One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated among’ 
the several schocl districts of the union on the basis cf adjusted 
valuations. One-half is prorated on the basis of average daily 
membership in the school for the previous school year ending June 
30th. The salary of $16,500 which was received by the Superin- 
tendent of Schools of Superviscry Union #48 during 1972-1973 was 
made up as follows: $2,500 paid by the State of New Hampshire 
and $14,000 was prorated among the school districts comprising 
the Supervisory Union. Allowance for $400 travel within the Union 

was also prorated as stated above. 


The salary of the Assistant Superintendent during 1972-1973 
was made up as follows: $2,190 paid by the State of New Hamp- 
shire and $12,510 was prorated as stated above. Allowance for 
$1,500 travel within the Union was also prcrated as stated above.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


Opening enrollment was about as estimated; however, during 
the year additions and departures have settled the figure at 109 stu- 
dents. It is reasonably expected that conditions throughout the 
Northeast should keep this figure fairly constant for the balance of 
the year. By classes enrollments are as follows: 


Grade 1 11 Grade 5 13 
Grade 2 14 Grade 6 15 
Grade 3 9 Grade 7 15 
Grade 4 18 Grade 8 14 


Staffing has continued this year, I feel, on a high level with 
changes minimized over last year which has lent a feeling of stabil- 
ity to your school’s undertakings. Grades 1 and 2 have individual 
teachers and the improvement in the critical area of reading is 
gratifying. Mrs. Knowles in Grades 3 and 4 has strengthened the 
results of this group based in part on the trial start of individual 
teachers for a good part of last year in grades 1 and 2. The base 
of instruction in the upper four grades should be greatly enhanced 
by a better basic skills instructional program in the very important 
first four years of school. It is with this thought in mind that your 
School Board has recommended both a building expansion program 
and minimal additional staffing in the lower four grades. Mr. De- 
mers has taken over the teaching duties of the 7th and 8th grades 
as well as the extra-curriculum coaching responsibilities. 


A new English program was started this year in the upper four 
grades along with a schoolwide Science program which is still un- 
dergoing modifications and improvements as more experience is 
gained with its contents. The English program will be expanded 
this year to include the lower four grades. Music this year has 
been under the able supervision of Dr. Smith from the local college 
and has included an introduction to musical instruments in the Jun- 
ior High grades. Other music appreciation and application tech- 
niques have been applied and this area of study has been greatly 
enhanced by Dr. Smith’s efforts. Mrs. Poisson continues as the 
developmental reading instructor with increased resource materials 
and a more clearly defined program of assistance for those evidenc- 
ing a need for additional reading instruction. All staff efforts have 
been directed towards individualizing instruction to the most prac- 
ticable extent. Supplementing the regular staff efforts have been 
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a number of parents and other local persons, facilities, and materials 
too numerous to single out by name or contribution. Additional 
curriculum activities this year included a highly successful swim- 
ming program made possible through the generosity of a local resi- 
dent in donating the use of his swimming pool and facilities. Shop 
and Home Ec. Courses include cooking again this year and a wider 
selection of activitics and inclusion of boys and girls in all programs. 


Your school staff has continued working towards achieving 
State mandated requirements and other recommended changes as 
submitted by the various authorities we coordinate with. Re- 
commended future expenditures and programs are based, therefore, 
on the direction your School Board and Staff feel are essential to 
the maintenance of a school system commensurate with the express- 
ed desires of the community. 


On behalf of your staff at Thornton Central may I again express 
our appreciation fcr your interest, help, and guidance in the oper- 
ation of your school and continue to encourage everyone in the com- 
munity to assume an active part in developing a school system that 
encompasses the desired goals you wish to see accomplished.

School nursing exhibits constant changing priorities in the 
reneral health and health education of each student. 


Pre-school registration is held in May with parents and young- 
sters. The medical history is reviewed at this time and each parent 
receives the necessary health information for school entrance in 
September . 


Grades 1-8 have routine vision and audiological tests with medi- 
cai follow-up appeintments when necessary. Heights and weights, 
an important part of growth and develcpment is done annually for 
each student. 


TB testing on all schoecl personnel including cooks, custodians 
and bus drivers is done each year through the efforts of N. H. Dept. 
of Public Health and the school nurse. 

Health community resources, specialized clinics, our local hos- 
pital and physicians are strong supporting factors in assisting with 
my work. 


Student health conferences, consistent health teaching, home 
visits and assisting parents are a major role in school nursing. 


I wish to thank all of the school staff, parents and students for 
their continued support to me.
